oe Revision of the present immigration 
RE laws along a “constructive policy of 
selective immigration rather than on 
the “negative policy” now pursued is 
advocated in resolutions adopted yester- 
day by the National Conference of State 
Manufacturers’ associations at the Con- 
greas hotel. 

Immediate action was demanded by 
most of the speakers as a means of re- 
lieving the present shortage of labor 
both on farms and in industries, which, 
they hold, is responsible for the high 
cost of living. 

While manufacturers throughout the 
middie west were in the majority, the 
conference was attended by representa- 
tives of farmers’ organizations, the rail- 
roads, nd commercial] bodies generally. 
The farmers are interested in increas 
ing the supply of common labor not for 
the reason that foreign workers find 
their way to the farms but because an 
adequate supply of com labor in the 
factories will keep the f hands from 
flocking to the cities.

U. S. LABOR BOARD 
UPHOLDS DECISION 
ON OVERTIME PAY 


In a decision issued yesterday, the 
United States Railroad Labor board 


corporation | upheld its former 
stand in denying 
the maintenance 
of way men their 
request for time 
and one-half for @ 
work on Sundays 
and holidays and €@ 
also for labor per- 
formed after eight 
hours of work. 

Rulings fa vor- 
able to the em- 
ployés were con- 
tained in the de- 
cision that em- 
ployés’ time must 
start and end at 
designated assem- 
bling points and 
supervisory forces shall be compen- 
Sated on the same overtime basis as 
the men supervised when the general 
force ig required to work in excess o 
eight hours. The last ruling applies 
to foremen employed on a monthly 
basis. 

In a dissenting opinion ‘A. O. Whar- 
ton called attention to the discontent 
and unrest among railroad employés 
“when an examination of the decisions 
of this board will disclose that there 
has been but one decision issued during 
its existence that represented any bet- 
térment of their conditions of employ- 
ment.” — 

Chairman Ben W. Hooper, while 
agreeing with part of the dissenting 
opinion, declared that the dissension 
among the employés was not impres- 
sive...
